SINCERE er: He lived a ſingle life until 
he was about twenty-ſix years of 
age; and made it his conſtant 
| A 3 cuſtom 
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cuſtom to lay up a Halfpenny, 
and ſometimes a penny every day, 
out of the wages which he earn- 
ed; by which and a little good 
management, he was able to pur- 
chaſe two cows, and nine or ten 
ſheep ; the 2 of which paid 
for their graſing, and added ſome- 
thing to what he was able to ſave 
out of his wages. 


He was a Papiſt, and bred up 
in great /gnorance, as ſuch poor 
People in Ireland generally are: 
But he abhorred drunkenneſs, ly- 
ing, cheating, ſtealing, and all o- 
ther immorality; to which others 
of that ſort are too often much 
given.

Very few of the Popiſh Lai- 
ty being allowed to read the Holy 
Scriptures, or any Books written 
by Proteſtants; the Books in which 
their Children are firſt trained up 
at School, are commonly ſuch as 
theſe: The Seven Wiſe Maſters, 
The Hiſtory of Fortunatus, Geſta 
Romanorum, Valentine and Orſon, 
The Seven Champions of Chriſten- 
dom, with divers others of the 
like ſort. The romantick ſtories, 
of which theſe books are full, 
made Daniel, whilſt he was a 
child, exceeding fond of them : 


But when he grew up to more 
diſcretion, he took more delight 


in other books (as he could get 
them or borrow them) in which 


he found more uſeful and ſatisfac- 


tory knowledge. And thus Da- 


niel ſpent almoſt all the time that 
could be ſpared from the buſineſs 


in which his father employed him, 
until he came to the age of eight- 
teen Vears.

TI muſt not here omit to take 
Notice that Daniel's Father and 
Mother, being very ſtrict in their 


morals, always took great Care 


to breed up their Children in the 
ſame good Way, and to beget in 


them the greateſt Abhorrence of

Day they could not but ſee and 
hear to be practiſed by many o- 
thers: And Daniel having read 
ſeveral Books of plain practical 
Piety (which one way or other 
came to his Hands) was thereby 
very much confirmed in virtuous 
Principles.

Daniel's Conference with a Romiſh 
Prieſt about Reading the Holy 
Scriptures. 


Aniel was naturally very in- 

quiſitive after Knowledge of 
all Sorts, as he had Opportuni- 
ty for it: But. above all, he was 
moſt carefully attentive to thoſe 
rational arguments, which by men 
of all Religions are brought to 
prove the Certainty of a Life to 
come, in which our Happineſs or 
Miſery will entirely depend, up— 
on our good or evil Behaviour in

Burt in all this Epiſtle he 
does not give the leaſt Intimation 
of any ſuch Privilege belonging 
to that Church or the Biſhop of 
it. Neither does he therein make 


though at the concluſion of it, he 
ſalutes no leſs than Twenty-ſix 
Perſons by Name.

Other Foundation can no Man lay but

I x is not to be wondered that 
Daniel being a very inquiſitive 
young Man, ſhould make ſuch 
obvious Remarks as theſe ; Eſpe- 
cially if we conſider with what a 
ſerious and impartial View he be- 
took himſelf to the Study of the 
Holy Scriptures ; and that, for three 
Years together, he made this his 
chief Employment upon every 
Sunday, and at all other 1 
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that he could get for his Retire- 
mend. 

DANTEL had been taught 
nder Pain of Damnation to be- 
Yicve that the Saints, departed this 
Life, arc to be worſhipped and 
Prayed to. But throughout the 
Frhole Bible he could find no man— 
er of Command or Example for 
ny ſuch Prayers or worſhip. He 
ould not but obſerve that St. 
Paul expreſſly forbids the worfhip- 
ing of Angels, Col. ii. 18. And 
at the Angels themſelves utter] 
fuſe all ſuch Worſhip ; of which 
e took Notice of two very re- 
darkable Inſtances; Rev. xix.

When Daniel had conſidered 
this whole Paſſage from the Be- 
ginning of the Ninth to the End 
of the fifteenth Verſe he plainly 
ſaw that Fire was there mentioned. 
only by way of Similitude or Com- 
pariſon that as the Purity of the 
Gold is tryed by Fire, ſo will there 
be a Tryal of the Works of which 
he is there ſpeaking : Nor is there 
the leaſt Intimation that this Fire 
(whatever is meant by it) is for 
the tormenting of Souls in order to 
their being expiated. 

Uro this Occaſion, he often 
thought of thoſe Words, Rev. xiv. 
13. bleſſed are the Dead which die 
in the Lord, from henceforth, yea, ſaith 
the Spirit, that they may reſt from 
their Labours: Which Paſſage did 
not ſcem to him to be conſiſtent 
with their being tormented in Pur- 
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(28 ) 
gatory; where it is ſuppoſed their 
Souls may foralong 1 ime conti— 
nue, if they are not delivered by 
Maſſes or a Plenary Indulgence. 

From many plain Paſſages of 
Scripture, Daniel was convinced 
that if by true faith and ſincere 
Repentance, a Man had made his 
Peace with God, and ſo continu— 
ed to the Time of his Death; his 
Sins were fully pardoned through 
the Propitiation of Chriſt's Death; 
and therefore needed not any 
other Expiation. 

In the Celebration of MASS, 
Daniel had obſerved that the 
Prieſt, upon ſome Occaſions di- 
{tin&tly pronounced this W ordOre- 
mus, id then made a little Pauſe 


before he went on. His Curioſity 
prompred him to enquire what 
the Meaning of this Word was; 
and when he was told that it ſig- 
nified, Let us pray, and wasa Call 
to the People to join in Prayer 

with

with the Prieſt ; he could nat but 
demand how it was poflible that 
the People who underitood not 
a Word of Latin, could join in 
Prayers that were made in that 
Language. But when he had read 
and well conſidered the tourteenth 
Chapter of St. Paul's Firſt Epiſ- 
tleto the Corintbians, he was fully 
convinced that the Practice cf the 
Church of Rome, in having all 
their Publick Worſhip in that 
Language, which very few ofthe 
Common People underſtand, was 
directly contrary both to Reaſon, 
and to the plain Doctrine of that 
Apoſtle. Nor could he imagine 
why this Practice is ſtill kept up, 
except it be to keep the People 
in Ignorance. 


Many Paſſages of Scripture 
he met with, whereby we are 
ſufficiently aſſured that if we 
humbly acknowledge and con- 
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feſs our Sins unto God, and hear- 
tily repent and amend our Lives 
we ſhall obtain Pardon and For- 
giveneſs, through the Mercy of 
God and the Mediation of Feſus 
Chriſt, who gave himſelf to be 
a Propitiation for us. He was 
alſo of Opinion that, in many 
Caſes, it might be a great Com- 
fort to a penitent Sinner, to 
make the State of his Conſcience 
fully known to ſome grave and 
diſcreet Paſtor of the Church, 
from whom he might receive far- 
ther Aſſurance of God's Pardon, 
together with wholeſome ſpiri- 
tual Advice for his Soul's Health. 
Bur he could no where find that 
God had commanded every Man 
to makea particular private Con- 
feſſion of all his Sins to a Prieſt, 
as the Church of Rome requires 
them under pain of Damnation 


to do. And it was no {mall Scan- 
dal to him to find that, in that 
Church 
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hurch, Men are encouraged to 
believe, that however wicked 
heir whole Lives may have been, 
yet if upon their Death- bed they 
are ſorry for their Sins, and upon 
a full Confeſſion of them to a Prieſt 
receive his Abſolution for them, 
they ſhall certainly be ſaved al- 
tho'for ſome Time they may be de- 
tained in Purgatory; from whence 
they make ſure to be ſoon de- 
livered, if a few Maſs are ſaid 
for them, which may be purchaſ- 
cd for Money. Upon which Con- 
ftidetice- a great many Men go 
boldly, on in the Practice of 
Lewdneſs, Drunkenneſs, and ma- 
ny other Sins, both of Commiſ- 
ſion and Omiſſion, even to the 
very End of their Days. 


Ir is needleſs to give a parti- 
cular Account of all the Reflec- 
tions which Daniel made upon 
the worſhipping of Relicks, Pil 
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grimages, extreme Unction, and 


all the reſt of the Doctrines and 
Practices of the Roman Church, of 
which he could find no Footſteps} 
in the Holy Scriptares. But his“ 
Thoughts of the Doctrine of Tran-Þ 
ſubſtantiation, and the Conſequen- 
ces of it, ought not, I think here} 
to be omitted. 

HE had been taught under pain 
of Damnation to believe that, in 
the Holy Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper, the Bread and Wine are 
ſubſtantially converted or chang- 
ed into the real Body and Blood 
of Chriſt, and that, under the Ap- 
pearances of Bread and Wane, 
Chriſt Himſelf (Body, Blood, 
Soul, and Divinity) was totally 
and ſubſtantially preſent, and 
ſwallowed down alive into the 
Stomach of every one who receiv - 
cd the Sacrament: itſelf (or the 
Hoſt as they commonly call it) was

Many 
Inſtances of this, Daniel took No- 
rice of in the Old Teftament z par- 
ticularly the Firſt Chapter of 
Laiab's Prophecy (which he very 
often read)made a great Impreſſion 
upon his Mind; and he often uſed 
in his Meditations to repeat to 
himſclf thoſe Words of the Pro- 
phet Micah, Chap. vi.

wW HEN Daniel clearly found 


that he could not, with 

a ſafe Conſcience, continue in the 
Communion of the Church of 
Remz, to profeſs Things which 
he did not believe, and to prac- 
tice a Worſhip which, upon 
full Conviction he judged to be 
unlawful 
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unlawful; he ſet himſelf diligently 
to read and conſider the Pook of 
Common Prayer, that he might be 
ſatisfied whether or no the Faith, 
Worſhip and Adminiſtration of 
the Sacraments, in the Eſtabliſhed 
Church of Ireland, were agreeable 
to the Word of God : Of all 
which being ſoon fully convinced, 
he reſolved through the Grace of 
God, to ſpend the Remainder of 
his Life in the Communion of this 
Church. 


Tno' Daniel had been all along 
bred to daily Labour in Country- 
buſineſs; yet in wet Weather, 
when he could not work Abroad, 
he often employed himſelf in the 
mending of old Shoes; at which 
he ſoon grew very dextrous, and 
thereby uſed ſometimes to earna 
Penny. 

His Father and Mother being 
now dead, and the Leaſe of their
